Local Electric Railway. 


The apple butter season is approach­ 
ing and many people may not be aware 
how easily and cheaply the staple pre­ 
serve can be made. 
A Sterling house­ 
wife told a Gazette man yesterday how 
she made apple butter without cider, 
always getting a very palatable article. 
Two bushels of apples pared and cook­ 
ed to a sauce, about a dollar s worth of 
sugar and a little spice added, makes a 
very nice article that will keep with­ 
out sealing. 
The amount of sugar, 
kind and amount of spice, and the ex­ 
tent of boiling down may all be modi­ 
fied to suit the taste of individuals. 
Many prefer a mild, delicate flavored 
butter that can be eaten almost as a 
sauce, rather than the rich and highly 
spiced preserve, too strong for any 
more than a taste. 
Twenty gallons of cider and two 
bushels of apples, boiled down and one- 
half to two-thirds, makes a very rich 
butter, but many like that made with 
sugar alone equally well. Thi? year of 
eht-ap apples and cheap cider, any ore 
po??essed of a brass or copper kettle, 
tin boiler or large pan, and the pa­ 
tience to stir the mixture six or ten 
hours over a steady lire can get very 
satisfactory results and valuable apple 
butter. 


A Dixon Boy the Owner of Valuable 


Mining Property. 


T h e T e l e g r a p h likes to chronicle 
the success of I)ixon‘s voung men who 
have followed Horace Greeley's advice 
and gone west. 
Henry ,1. Stephens, 
for several years associated with his 
father in the grocery trade in this city 
will be remembered by many of our 
readers.

The price of t he Queen of 
the West vvas $20,IKK) spot cash, paid 
through the Rocky Mountain National 
bank of this city. 
The Queen of the 
W est mine has always been one of the 
best producers in that district. 
The 
ore is uniformly of high grade, and the 
vein is a big, strong one. 
From former 
shipments the mill ore carries values of 
from 5 to 10 ounces gold per cord,while 
the smelting ore runs all the way 
from $50 to $190 per ton. Mr. Stephens 
intends at an early date to put up a 
new 80-horse power boiler and hoister, 
and put the property in first-class 
shape for a large and steady produc­ 
tion 
□ By this deal Mr. Stevens becomes 
owner of two first-class properties, the 
other property, called the First Cent­ 
ennial mine, being classed among the 
best producers, 
its present average 
output is from 500 to 800 tons of ore per 
month, valued at $10,<«K). 
This prop­ 
erty was once examined by W illiam 
Farrish of Denver, the mining expert, 
who estimated its ore reserve then at 
$200,000. 
Another expert at a later 
date reported the ore reserve to be 
worth $260,000. 
The consolidation of 
these splendid properties is looked 
for at an early date, and when worked 
together there is no doubt but that 
their output will help materially to 
swell the increasing output of Gilpin 
county. 


Free Trade v s. Tarnff. 


J. M. Herrick and E. M. Hopkins of 
Chicago, together with F. G, Jones 
and Mayor Chas. Shneider of Oregon, 
111., are at the Nachusa House this af­ 
ternoon in consultation,in the interest 
of an electric street aDd river railway, 
connecting Dixon with Itockford, by 
way of Oregon, as mentioned in T h e 
T e l e g r a p h a few days ago. Notwith­ 
standing the pessimistic remarks of 
our populistic contemporary, there is a 
fair probability of an electric road 
along the river from Dixon to Rock­ 
ford and beyond at no distant day.

have more money than they can loan, 
the business houses are full of activity 
and reporting enormous sales in every 
direction: and the manufacturers have 
increasing orders, are advancing the 
wages of their employees and increas­ 
ing their hours of employment.

Some few year« ago Lieu tenant Yla- 
« liniiroff of the Ru ssian navy made a se­ 
ries of experiments to establish the test­ 
ing of ru bber goods « in a sou nd and sat­ 
isfactory basis, the following being the 
main conclu sions at which lit* arrived. 
It will l>o seen that the tests advocated 
are physical ones, as lu * came to the eon 
elu sion that chemical testing gave 
no 
reliable resu lts. 
First.—India ru bber shou ld not give 
the slightest sign of su perficial crack s 
on being bent to an angle of iso do 
grecs after five hou rs' exposu re in a 
closed air bath to a temperatu re of 12a 
degrees C. 
The test piece» shou ld lie 
abou t 0 centimeters thick . 
Second.—Ru bber containing not more 
than 50 per cent by weight of metallic 
oxides shou ld stretch to live times its 
length withou t tu vak iu g. 
Third.—Pu re caou tchou c free from 
all foreign matter, except the su lplmr 
necessary for its vu lcanization, shou ld 
Stretch seven times its length withou t 
break ing. 
Fou rth. — The extension measu red 
immediately after ru ptu re shou ld not 
exceed I d per cent of theorigiu al length 
of the test piece. The test pieces shou ld 
he from 11 to Id millimeters wide, and 
not more than (» millimeters thick and 
it cent i meters long. 
Fifth.—The percentage of ash gives 
a certain indication of the degree of 
softness, and may form a basis for the 
choice between different qu alities for 
certain pu rposes. 
Any excesses of su lplmr over that re­ 
qu ired for vu lcanization shou ld be re­ 
moved at th*' work s, and .shou ld not ap­ 
pear on the su rface of any object. 
Now, these tests on the whole seem 
very well calcu lated to give u sefu l indi 
cation to engineers as to the qu ality of 
the goods they are bu ying, only we 
wou ld interpolate here the remark that 
u nless a good price is paid for the ru b­ 
ber it is no u se su bmitting it to su ch 
physical tests as these. 
India ru bber 
su bstitu tes made from oil and “ m-over 
ed ru bbers” —that is. old ru fiber work ed 
u p again with oil—have nothing lik e the 
elasticity appertaining to new, sou nd 
ru bber, and they an* qu ite iu cajwible of 
standing the elongation or heat tests 
mentioned. —Engineering.
